ncy of Bafil, —— Mean while Sir Luke 
Schaub (who is of that Country) and the Bailiff Frey, 
are no doubt by this time at Paris, where ‘tis hoped 
they will prevail with the Court of France to take off 
the Prohibitions, by Virtue of which, the Trade 
has been prohibited betwixt Alface and the Canton of 
Bafil. Before Sir Luke Schaub fet out for France, 
the faid Canton fent a Deputation, to thank him for the 
Trouble he had = himfelf to make up this Affair, 
and to acquaint him at the fame time, that he had 
been chofe a Member of. both the Privy Council and 
the Little Council of Bafil, and that the Regency 
moreover, to give him the greater Marks of their 
Gratitude, defired that when he returned from Paris, 
be would be pleafed to accept the Poft of Bailiff in 
the Canton of Bafil, with a Power of difpofing 
thereof in favour of any one of his Family. 

The Letter from Cardinal F leury upon this Head, 
to Sir Luke Schaub, was publifh’d in one of our 
former ; but the Letrer from Sir Luke to his Emi- 
nency, hasnot yet been inferted, and is as follows:
